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DELAYED DISPATGHES. 

EUROPE. 
London, May 1. — Several daily pa- 
pers and among tliem the usually well 
informed Morning Post, Sir Algernon 
Botvviek's paper, have announced that 
the conservatives accept Sir Stafford 
Northcote, as leader in the place of Bea- 
consfield. This, however, is incorrect. 
Sir Staft'ord will continue to lead in the 
Iiouho of commons and the duke of 
Richmond is to he the figurehead in the 
upper chambers for a time, but the real 
leadership of the party with the rever- 
sion of the premiership when the Glad- 
stone administration plays itself out 
goes to tho marquis of Salisbury, and 
this, reports to Lho contrary notwith- 
standing, is in accordance with the de- 
hire of Beaconslield. Lord Salisbury 
lias worked too hard for the party with 
all his grave blunders, and has too much 
spirit and energy to accept a secondary 
position. The Times lectures him to- 
day on tho supposition that he contri- 
butes a much talked of articlo on the 
revolution party to the Quarterly Re- 
view. 

London, April 30. — The bill for 
amendment of the parliamentary oath 
which the government proposes to in- 
troduce in the house of commons Mon- 
day, contains only one clause which pro- 
vides that any one who is required to 
make. or is capable of making affirma- 
tion jin a court of law shall bo permitt- 
ed to make affirmation in tho house of 
commons. 

Gladstone, replying to resolutions 
sent him by Irish Catholic archbishops 
unci bishops conveying their views as 
to amendment of the land bill, says : 
"I am sensible of the weight attaching 
to representations of a hotly so intimat- 
ely associated with lho intentions ;v.'.h 
which tho land bill was framed. i can 
assure them that if the bill is recogniz- 
ed as it appears to bo by the. Irish poo- 
pie and their representatives, the gov- 
ernment will show no slackness in put- 
ting it forward until it becomes law ; 
but I must frankly add that, after re- 
viewing numerous important changes 
advised by the bishops, the government 
while it will welcome any amendment 
tending to improve the bill, cannot 
hold out any expectation of acceding to 
a change which would give it a new 
character." 

The government now expects to carry 
the land bill without serious opposition 
except from Mr. Parnell. The conser- 
vatives have withdrawn the pointless 
amendment put on the notice paper t!i<; 
other day. 

London, April 30.— Parnell will not 
speak on the land bill in the commons 
until tho final stage in the second read- 
ing of the bill is reached. He will then 
indicate the course he proposes to adopt 
in committee, but will not opposu the 
second reading of the bill or move any 
amendments.

tion at the Royal academy. 

London, May 1. — The private view 
at the Royal Academy shows that the 
exhibition will be generally, common- 
place and monotonous. There are many 
dismal pictures and a few great success 
es. Millar's unfinished portrait of 
Lord Beaconsfield has been bought for 
2000 guineas by Mr. W. IT. Smith, first 
lord of the admiralty. 

The statement that -ex-Empress Eu 
genie will pass through Paris on her 
way to Milan to be prevent at tin! un- 
veiling of a statue of her husband is 
wholly untrue. She has not left Eng- 
land. 

The queen and Princess Beatrice 
drove to llughenden Manor to-day to 
visit tho tomb of Beaconsfield. 

The memoranda of which Lord Bea- 
consfield spoke during his illness have 
not yet been found. It is supposed that 
they contained instructions for tho pay 
ruent of small legacies to old servants 
and retainers at Huglienden house, but 
there is no proof that he ever drew such 
paper, or if he did he probably destroy- 
ed it. Lord Beaconsfield's leading 
passion was to found a family bearing 
tho name of Disraeli, and to that end 
he devoted all his monoy, leaving not a 
penny to reward service-sin any quarter. 
Even his faithful valet, who served 
him for a generation and waited on him 
night and day during his ilhicsr; with 
singular devotion, is unprovided for. 
Young Coningsby Disraeli, his brother 
Ralph's son, a lad of 14, is attending 
the Charterhouse school at Godulming. 
He has a strong Hebrew face. His 
uncle said that the boy had tho making 
of a man in him and that he would see 
that he had the chance, and so he lefi 
him Hughendeu and .£200,000 ; his all. 

On her arrival at Windsor from the 
Isle of Wight, the queen at ones sent 
for Lord Rowton and received from 
him all the details about the funeral. 

There will be a very strong opposi- 
tion on the part of the radicals to Mr. 
Gladstone's motion for an appropriation 



of £5,000 for the erection of a monu- 
ment to Lord Beaoonstiold in Westmins- 
ter Abbey. It is understood that tho 
premier is acting on a suggestion from 
tho highest quarter ; in other words, 
that when Lord Rowton and Sir Philip 
Roso fouud that Lord Beaconsfield's 
will would probably provide for his Init- 
ial by the silo of his wife at llughen- 
den, and consequently a public! funeral 
at the abbey was out of the qu»'sliois, 
the queen suggested a national monu- 
ment. It is doubtful, however, wheth- 
er Mr. Gladstone will bring tha matter 
up in tho house after all. 

Viscount Lymington, the earl of 
Portsmouth's eldest son, who is the 
liberal member for Barnstable, made a 
capital speech in tho house on the land 
bill, the other night, 'it was full of 
careful thought and powerful argument, 
and has attracted much attention. Mr. 
Forster praised it highly. 

The earl of Desart, the new editor of 
Vanity Fair, married Miss T'isehofTs- 
cheini and lots of money, on Wednes- 
day, 

Dublin, May 2. — Great excitement 
was caused in Dublin last night by the 
issue of a proclamation under the coer- 
cion act proclaiming tho county and 
city of Dublin. In an urgent meeting 
of the privy council held yesterday af- 
ternoon, aftur considerable discussion, 
this urgent measure was resolved up- 
on. There can be no doubt that the 
object of tho authorities is to arrest 
Mr. John Dillon, M.P., and other 
prominent members of the land league, 
who have recently deliver*! speeches 
which bring them within scope of the 
act. Intention of this action was kept 
profoundly secret, and a rumor which 
was circulated on Saturday night was 
not believed. There can be little 
doubt tiiitt, a number of Fenian organi- 
zers who recently returned to Dublin 
after the first scare had been passed 
will find themselves in a. very unpleas- 
ant predicament.' 

J elm Dillon was arrested at 8:30 
this evening at Port Arlington on his 
way to Dublin. 

On arrival at Dublin, Dillon was 
taken ELillnuiinhain jail, There was 
not the slightest attempt at popular de- 
nunciation on the arrival, and hut 
few persons were present. A warrant 
for the arrest of Brennan has already 
besi. made out. The privy council 
have decided to place Dillon under the 
provisions of the arms act to allow 
the police to search for arms. 

Alullins, a gas-fitter, was remanded 
to tho Dublin police court on a charge 
of shooting young Farrell. Two other 
men named Kavanagh and Nicliolls, 
will be charged with conspiracy to as- 
sassinate Farrell. Doctors believe that 
if hemorrhage supervenes the recovery 
of Farrell is hopeless. 

London, May 2. — Account* from 
west Ireland represent that the state of 
affairs there is becoming very serious. 
A number of outrages of various de- 
grees of atrocity art reported. Bands 
of armed men promenade the country 
and terrorize the inhabitants un- 
checked. 

Madrid, May 2.-— Catholic congress 
will be held in October which will be 
attended by Catholic notables from all 
parts of the world. 

Constantinople, -May 2. — An im- 
perial irade authorising tho porte to 
accept the proposed solution of the 
Greek question has been issued. 

A vast treasure which Abdul Aziz 
amassed mysteriously disappeared af 
ter his decease; the then ministry said 
it was used for war expenditures. The 
present enquiry, however, tends to 
show that a considerable part was ap- 
propriated for high officials and others 
connected with the palace. Nowry and 
Mahmond have begun to incriminate 
each other. Nowry, for example, ac- 
cuses Mahmond of having caused a 
slave to be disembowled to discover 
whether she had swallowed a valuable 
diamond which was missing from the 
treasure. During the examination of 
Fabri Boy, chamberlain to Abdul Aziz, 
who is accused of an active share in the 
murder, although his victim had for- 
merly conferred great benefits on him, 
the sultan became very much excited 
and declared that he could hardly re- 
frain from taking vengeance on him 
with his own hands. On hearing this 
the chief eunuch beat Fubri with his 
fists until the sultan ordered him' to 
desist. 

An Athens correspondent of the 
Manchester Guardian says that ho 
went to Clialcis for the purpose of in- 
vestigating the reports of the recent- 
great demonstration in the army in 
favor of war and found that tho story- 
was a gross exaggeration. Ho says 
that about fifty drunken soldiers para- 
ded the streets yelling. 

It is announced that Belvidere castle 
at Warsaw is being prepared for the 
czar who will make a lengthened stay 
there. 

Paris, May 2. — A terrible epidemic 
somewhat akin .to typhus is making 
great havoc among horses in this city. 
The Paris omnibus is said to have lost 
75,000 francs, and tho Compagnie des 
Petites Voitures lost over 1,000,000 
francs. 

Rome, April 30. — The chamber of 
deputies, 2G2 to 1, adopted a motion of 
confidence in the government. 

A telegram from Galway says that a 
bailiff named King was seized last night 
by a gang of disguised men and roasted 
over a tire until he swore he would re- 
sign his office. King's condition is be- 
lieved to be hopeless.

Tuxhall who ran second in tho city 
and suburban might have had a good 
chance for the Derby had not Mr.

John iUcCullough's performance of 
Virginius is attracting large audiences. 

Vanity Fair refers publicly to the 
very bad scandal which hus been the 
talk of town for the last ten days, and 
of which an outline was cabled yester- 
day. The story is that the Earl of 
Shrewsbury Talbot eloped with Mrs. 
Miller Mundy, of a well known county 
family in Derbyshire. A relation of 
the lady's followed them to tho conti 
ueui, ran them to the earth at Stras- 
bourg and administered a severe thrash- 
ing to the noble lotbario, and beat, him 
black and blue. Says Vanity Fair. 
"Mrs. Miller Mundy is seven years 
older than her lover who is the great 
prize of the day in tho matrimonial 
lino, being very rich, very handsome, 
and only 20. Tho lady has one child 
six years old. Your correspondent has 
been privately assured that there is 
great exaggeration tn the story of the 
beating, but of tho elopement and cap- 
ture there is no doubt. The lady was 
brought' hack to England. The affair 
causes great distress among some of the 
most honorable families." 

Vienna, May 2. — Six thousand Al- 
banians attacked Turkish troops Satur- 
day near Prizrend. The Turks were 
hard pressed until Dervish Pasha ar- 
rived with fresh troops and totally de- 
feated the Albanians Combined losses, 
1S0U killed and wounded. 

St. Petersburg, May 2.— The maui 
festo of the nihilist executive commit- 
tee, prin ted April 17, says: "The 
verdict against the nihilists who have 
just received martyrs' crowns was 
dictated as well as confirmed by the 
czar. The first act of his autocratic 
will thus far has been tho hanging of 
women; without waiting for his coron- 
ation ho has sprinkled his throne 
with tho blood of champions of natio- 
nal rights. Ov'er the graves of our 
colleagues we publicly affirm that we 
will continue our efforts for the liber- 
ation of the people. We will no more 
he deterred by the gallows than were 
Zealovieff and other champions of the 
last reign after the event of tho 13th 
of March. 

Constantinople, May. 2. — The re- 
treat of the brigands who captured 
Suter, an Englishman, and demanded 
a ransom for him, has been cut of! on 
the land side by Turkish troops and 
by the sea by gunboats. A Turkish 
gunboat recently chased a bark which 
was believed to have been manned by 
brigands, and having vainly summoned 
them several times to stop, sunk her. 
It is feared that Suter was on board 
the bark. 

Vienna, May 2. — A bootmaker 
named Vigel killed his wife and four 
children to-day, and. afterwards cut 
them up in pieces. 

Grand Duke Nicholas has been im- 
prisoned in the fortress at Dunaberg. 
There was a very affecting scene when 
the mother of the royal criminal took 
leave of him forever. 

Lord Lonsdale, lately in America 
with his yacht, has purchased a steamer 
of 1000 tons to attempt to reach the 
north pole from this side. 

London, May 2.- Lord . Elcho, lib- 
end conservative, moved that the lead- 
ing provisions in the land bill are 
economically unsound, unjust and im- 
politic- 
After some debate Parnell said that 
ho regretted that the government had 
interfered with Dillon while on the way 
to the house. 

Tho speaker ruled that ParnelFs re- 
marks were irrelevant. 

Debate then adjourned. 

Parnell moved adjournment, of the 
house for the purpose of renewing com- 
plaint against Dillon's arrest. 

The speaker .called upon the attor- 
ney general in obedience to order of 
the house to introduce the oaths bill. 
He did so and explained that the bill 
proposes to permit members of both 
houses to affirm instead of taking the 
oath. 

London, May 3. — In the commons, 
Justin McCarthy gave notice that he 
would move at an early day that the 
action of the Irish executive in arbi- 
trarily arresting a member of parlia- 
ment and proclaiming tho city of Dub- 
lin, is an abuse of the power granted 
by the coercion act and is calculated 
to arouse disaffection and mar results 
of icmedial proposals. 

London, May 3, — Three warrants 
were issued for Dillon Saturday night 
and put in the hands of the metropoli- 
tan police for execution if Dillon should 
arrive in Dublin by tho morning mail 
from Tipperary. Another was sent 
down to Carrick on Sunday, so that he 
might be apprehended there, and if the 
police should miss him, by way of fur- 
ther security, a third warrant, which 
may bo called a flying one, was sent 
down the lino in the forenoon. In- 
spector Ronan, of the Dublin detective 
force, was despatched with a fourth 
warrant to arrest him either at Kildare 
I or Port Arlington, thirty miles from 
' Dublin. Telegrams were sent to all 
J stations during the day inquiring about 
I Dillon's whereabouts, but without re- 
] spouse. No one for a moment believed 



that he would deliberately leave Ire- 
land for tho purposo of evading arrest, 
but a report was generally credited 
that he and Leamy, M. P. had gone to 
England via Waterford for the pur- 
pose of attending parliament. On ar- 
rival at jail Mr. Dillon was cool and 
collected, and did not exchange a single 
word with those who assembled around 
him whilo tho prison doors were being 
opened. The lord lieutenant tele- 
graphed to the chief secretary tho mo- 
ment Mr. Dillon was lodged in prison. 
Several bands are parading the streets 
now, and great excitement prevails in 
Dublin. 

Dillon's incarceration will bo a 
sovero blow to the land loaguo, in 
which he was one of the most intelli- 
gent energetic workers. After Davitt 
he was the . most efficient organizer at 
the disposition of Parnell, who will not 
find it easy to replace him. Dillon's 
arrest will not help the passage of the 
land bill as it has caused considerable 
anger among Irish members. A pro 
position will be made that the party 
walk out of the house in a body on the 
second rending of tho land bill as the 
most effective mark of protest. It is 
by no means certain, however, that a 
majority of the Irish members will agree 
to this course, which might imperil the 
success of the measure. Considerable 
dissatisfaction has lately been felt even 
among the more advanced section of 
the Irish party with violent speeches 
made by Dillon and his general attitude 
of provocation towards the government. 
It was thought that he wanted to force 
the government to arrest him. 

DUBLIN, May 3. — The proceedings of 
tho weekly meeting of the land league 
were tame. The arrest of Dillon evi- 
dently has had a chilling efieot. Bren- 
nan denounced the government's action 
as nn attempt to stitle adverse discuss- 
ion of the land bill. 

Dublin, May 3.— At a meeting of 
the land league to-night it was an- 
nounced that £1439 had been subscrib- 
ed for the week. A telegram from Gary 
at Paris, stated : "From all sides our 
countrymen in America appeal to the 
league to stand firm, and make no com- 
promise with landlords." Egan said 
that in view of the arrest of Dillon thjB 
league should call on Irish mem hers cjf 
parliament to hold no furt'icr terms 
with the land bill. Nichols and Kav- 
nnaugh have been remanded on a charge 
of complicity in the shooting of Farrell. 

Dublin, May 2. — The Irish Times 
says the shooting of tho boy Farrell 
proves that a spirit of the most danger- 
ous lawlessness lurks in London appar- 
ently under the management of some 
secret influence. The discovery of hid- 
den rifles is almost as startling as tho 
shooting of tho boy. The man who tired 
the shot, on his arrest refused to. give 
his name, but he is known to the po- 
lice. 

The Daily News says : Wo are cor- 
rectly informed that Bismarck, or who- 
ever is striving to bring about a confer- 
ence for the pur pose of devising a 
more stringent mode of dealing with 
political conspirators, has sent an invi- 
tation to England and thus imprudent- 
ly invited a refusal, as England, follow- 
ins; the example of Franco, will certain- 
ly not participate in any conference 
designed to shield unpopular govern 
moots from the consequences of their 
unpopularity. 

Pa ins, May 3. — A telegram to the 
I ntransigeant announces that an abor- 
tive attempt has been made by nihilists 
to rescue Hesy Helftnanu. Roche- 
fort is organizing monster meetings all 
over France to protest against the bar- 
barity of the execution of Heifmann. 

Berlin,- May 2. — Fresh excesses 
have been committed against the Jews 
at Argenan, West Prussia, but the gen- 
darmes have restored order there and 
are now preserving it. A number of 
Jewish families have fled. 

St. Peteksdu no, May 2. -Two hundred 
persons were injured in theriots against 
the Jews at Elizabethgrad. 

Berlin, May'2. — While the czar re- 
mains in retirement at Gatscbina i m -, 
placable enemies of his government are 
as active as ever. Rumors and reports 
of daring operations of nihilists in dis- 
seminating manifestos conveying warn- 
ings to the czar continue to reach hore. 
On Sunday lust the police of St. Peters 
burg were engaged ui searching for 
mines near Seuiinofl'ski bridge, though 
nothing seems to have been found. Tlie 
civil and political atmosphere of St. 
Petersburg is growing thicker and 
thicker and is fraught with omens of 
the approaching storm. Private letters 
received here describe tho city as a 
gloomy prison house where little is 
heard of the outside world and every- 
body lives in a constant stute of sus- 
pense. The chief journals still appear 
with mourning borders. 

St. Petersburg, May 3, — The dis- 
patch of convicts through Moscow for 
Siberia begins on the 10th inst. The 
number to be deported ip 12,200.

The horrible occurrence 
at the the Straits of Magellan, where a 
man-of-war bound for this station has 
been blown up and nearly her entire 
company lost, and the exciting intelli- 
gence from Ireland and Russia are mat- 
ters that will challonge public sympathy 
and attention. 



Tho Administration of Justice, 

To the Editor.— At the last gener- 
al election Mr. Walkcm gave tho peo- 
ple of the mainland to understand that 
ho intended to reform the judiciary and 
make the administration of justico 
cheap, prompt and effective. Ho has 
been in office nearly threo years and 
behold tho result is that there is no ad- 
ministration of justice upon the main- 
land at all. Every County Court judge 
upon the mainland was removed last 
year at the instigation of Mr Walkem, 
and tho Dominion government appoint- 
ed about six months ago two additional 
Supreme Court judges at salaries of, I 
am told, five thousand dollars each. 
They have been drawing their money 
regularly ever since upon the belief at 
Ottawa that they were administering 
justice upon the mainland; but so far 
as I can learn they are not administer- 
ing it anywhere. I enquired of one of 
our members who was to blame and he 
told mo that it was Mr. Walkem. That 
he had obtained power by an act of 
parliament to send them where and 
wh»n he pleased and that there was no 
excuse for him keeping them dancing 
attendanco upon himself, as they were 
intended for judges and not as a body 
guard lor the attorney general. 1 
thought it was likely Victoria influence 
was at work trying to deprive the main- 
landers of justice, but I have given up 
that idea as our member assured mo 
that when Mr. Walkem tried to pass a 
bill to keep the new judges at Victoria 
the greater portion of tho year the 
Victoria members joined with the New 
Westminster city and district members 
and had the bill altered so that they 
could go only once a year to the capit- 
al. That showed a braver spirit than 
I gave them credit for, although any 
man, except Mr. Walkem, could see 
that to keep all the judges on Vancou- 
ver Island is wrong. 

There is no bigger officer of the law 
than a policeman or a justico of the 
peace to be found in the whole of Brit- 
ish Columbia from the Gulf of Georgia 
to Cassiar, although the railway 
work has brought into the country 
hundreds and hundreds of the roughest 
and most reckless men I ever saw in 
the Dominion of Canada. Not a day- 
passes but a dozen or more pass through 
this settlement which is left without 
protection by the Government. Rob- 
beries are frequent and a reign of terror 
threatens us. At Yale I am told it is 
even worse. There is but one police- 
man to preserve law and order among 
two thousand five hundred men. 

Telegrams were sent nearly a month 
ago to the Dominion Government about 
the way Mr. Walkem is manipulating 
the judges. Our member was to leave 
on important business by the last mail 
Bteamer and I know that the first 
thing be intends to attend to as soon 
as he reaches Ottawa is about the 
judges. So that I suppose tho main- 
landers will before long have three of 
the judges resident among them; but no 
thanks to Mr. Walkem or the Pro- 
vincial Government. 

Your paper has double the circula- 
tion in our settlement of all the other 
papers in the Province combinod, so I 
hope you will recognize the claims of 
your subscribers and, I may say, the 
whole of the mainland by inserting this 
letter. 

You have no idea of the shameful 
neglect we are suffering not only as re- 
gards justice but also roads and schools. 

Our members say that they can do 
nothing with the government, and why 
they supported them for nothing is a 
puzzle to their constituents. All of us 
feel powerless now; but wo know an 
election is coming and I do not believe 
that you could find a man reckless 
enough to run as a supporter of the 
Walkem government. He would be 
hounded out of the place.

The City Council and Economy. 

To the Editor: — The oft' abused 
principle of economy is once more made 
to do duty at the expense of consistency. 
Our enlightened City Councillors pass- 
ed a resolution at their last meeting to 
donate §50 for boat races ! and at the 
same time voted the city to darkness 
for two months as tho cost of lighting 
the gas lamps could not be afforded ! 1 
This is certainly one of tho things 
"that no fellow can understand." It 
is devoutly to be hoped that none of 
our City Fathers will stay out too late 
at night during the reign of darkness, 
and that "Onderdonk's lambs" may not 
be too frisky in their noctural occu- 
pations, if any of them visit Victoria 
during^ July and August. The chief 
object of the City Council should be 
"tho cleaning.paving, lighting, watering 
and iniprovment" of the district under 
their charge, and though I urge no 
objection to the encouragement of 
boat racing, I do protest against its 
claims being [(referred to tho more im 
portant object* for which the Council 
exists, and that economy should be 
blamed for it. Economist.

Australia. 

Advices received by the steamer 
Zealandia bring Australia and New 
Zealand news to the 24th of March. 

Tho quantity of wine made at Roma, 
Queensland, this season, is between 
3,000 and 4,000 gallons. There is no 
sign of any disease in the vines. 

Over 200 protests against the Vic- 
toria Exhibition awards have been 
lodged. 

Bishop Crane of Sandhurst. Victoria, 
recently described the depression in his 
diocese as unparalleled. The farming 
population were suffering greatly, and 
some of tho farmers in the northern 
districts were bordering on starvation. 

Orinond College (Presbyterian) has 
been opened in Victoria. There is no 
debt on tho institution, and .£30,000 
have been invested for scholarships/etc. 

The total of imports to South Aus- 
tralia for 1SS0 was £5,581,497, as 
against £5,014,150 in 1879, being an 
excess of £507, 347. Tho total of ox- 
ports for 1S70 was £5,57 1,505, against 
£4,7G2. 727 in 1S70, showing an in- 
crease of .£81 1,778. 

A recent visitor to the Ben Lomond 
tin-field, Tasmania, states that he con 
siders tho prospects excellent. It is a 
true lode, about live feet wide, between 
soft granite walls, and carrying excel- 
lent ore. 

Tho Sydney Mail says that another 
life has been sacrificed in the South 
Sea Island trade. On the 18th Feb- 
ruary, at 3:150 P. M., the Leslie an- 
chored in 17 fathoms, on a ledge of reef 
off Capo Marsh, Solomon Islands, about 
100 yards from shore. Tho chief, who 
was Captain Schwartz'* paid trader, 
came off, and when asked for copra 
said he had none. The captain then 
went ashore, and was killed, and his 
body horribly niulilated. 

Among the traders massacred re- 
cently at the Solomon Islands are : 
Mcintosh of the Esperanza, Ferguson 
of tho Ripple, Murray of tho Loolia, 
and also the Captains of the Borcalis 
and Zephyr ; lastly, Schwartz of the 
Leslie, besides the crows of nearly all 
the vessels. 

Sydney political news from March 
14th to March 24th is as follows: The 
amount of £50,000 had been voted by 
the House for the endownment of 
municipalities, as, also, was .£100,000 
towards the purchase of public parks 
and recreation grounds. The railway 
proposals in connection with the loan 
estimates were introduced on Tuesday 
last. The amount of £2,755,000, pro- 
posed for a railway from llomebrush 
to Waratab, to connect the Western 
with the Great Northern lines, was re- 
duced by the sum of £775,000, for the 
purpose of compelling the Government 
to construct a single line of railway 
instead of a double one. 

During the week ending March 24th 
the beat in Sydney and the adjacent 
country was oppressively severe, with 
little or no rain. The want of water 
is being rather seriously felt, more 
particularly in the suburbs, to which 
the mains of the Metropolitan Water 
Service has not been extended. 

March 24th Sydney was alive with 
sporting men, and 541 horses arc en- 
tered for the great racing carnival. 

The intercolonial eight-oar race be- 
tween Victoria and New South Wales 
was to take place in April on the Par- 
ramatta River.

TO A'D THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A WOOL- 
LEN MILL IN THE CITY OF VICTOR/A. 

WHEREAS IT IS DESIRAIiLE 
that a Woollen Mill for the manu- 
facture of blankets, flannels, Ac, bo es- 
tablished in the City of Victoria, and the 
Corporation of tho said City aro desirous 
of assisting the establishment of such a 
manufactory by exemption from taxation 
and by granting a sum of money to the 
promoters of such object. 

And whereas tho estimated cost of 
erecting a Woollen Mill is §20,000. 

Be it therefore enacted by tho Mayor 
and Council of tho City of Victoria. 

1. That when and so soon as a Mill of 
tho capacity of ten looms and eight hun- 
dred spindles shall have been orected 
within tho City of Victoria and Gtted up 
with all tho necessary machinery and ap- 
pliances for tho manufacture of wool into 
yarns, blankets, <fcc, thero shall bo paid 
to the owner of such mill out of the ro- 
vonuo of tho said City the sum of 82500, 
and thenceforth tho said mill, machinery 
and appliances, and all materials manu- 
factured at the said Mill shall bo oxompt- 
ed from taxation by tho Municipal Coun- 
cil for a period of five years. 

2. That when the said Mill has boon in 
operation for tho space of twelvo months 
thero shall bo paid to tho owner thereof 
the further sum of §2,500 out of the re- 
venue aforesaid; Provided that such last 
mentioned payment shall not bo made if 
tho said Mill shall have beon shut down 
or shall have ceased to manufacture for a 
period of eight weeks during the preced- 
ing twelve months. 

3. That boforo any payment shall bo 
made under this By-law the proprietor of 
such mill shall enter into a bond with two 
sufficient suroties to keep tho 8aid ( \Voollen 
Mill in good working order, and to manu- 
facture wool into yarns, blankets, ifcc. , for 
a period of live years, and shall not, dur- 
ing such period, bo interested in any 
other Mill uf a similar character, or for a 
similar purpose, within the Provinco of 
British Columbia, and shall not romovo 
tho said Mill, or tho machinery thoroto 
appertaining, during tho said period. 

4. That no Chinaman, whether a Brit- 
ish subject or not, shall bo employed in 
tho said Mill, and, if any such bo em- 
ployed, no monies shall be paid to tlio 
owner of such Mill under this By-law. 

5. This By-law may bo cited as the 
" Woollen Mill By-lav,-, 1881."

SHOCKING CASUALTY. 

A BRITISH SLOOP OF "WAUl^LOWN 
TO. IN THE STRAITS OP MA- 
GELLAN. 

LamontaTjlo Loss of Lifo. 

London, May 4. 

"Tlio admiralty has a telegram from 
Montevideo stating that tho British war 
sloop Dotorel was blown up on tho 20th 
of April at Sandy Point, in the Straits 
of Magellen. The cause of tho catastrophe 
is not known. Lieut. Stokes remains .at 
the sceno of the disaster to ascertain tho 
cause of the explosion with the assistance 
of divers. Tho commander, paymaster, 
and engineer, caulker, carpenter, and seven 
seamen were saved. It is thought pro- 
bable that great loss of lifo has attended 
the disaster. 

The Detorol was a composite steam 
sloop of 1137 tuns and 11J0 horse power 
engines, carrying C guns and 170 men all 
told. She was commanded by Richard 
Evans, and officered as follows : Liouts. 
W. C. Forrest, A. R. M. Croagh and J. 
M. Stokes. Staff Surgeon, S. Evans. 
Paymaster, J. N. Colborne. Chief en- 
gineer, Win. Ord. Gunner, J. Diis'.'oll. 
Carpenter, W. B. Baird. Clerk, C. M. 
Irving. The Detorel was commissioned 
at Chatham on tho 7th December, 1.SS0, 
and was on tho passage out to relieve H. 
M S. Penguin on this ocean. Pull par- 
ticulars of tho casualty will bo lookod for 
with interest. 



Tho Sterling Mino. 

This property is situated upon the Ko- 
kesala River and about fourteen miles 
distant and .inland from Mill Creek, 
Saauich Arm. While at Cowichan upon 
telegraph business, F. N. Gisborne, Esij., 
availed himself of that opportunity to 
visit the mine, and as he is well known to 
be a reliable authority upon tho value of 
miueralogical deposits and indications, 
the following particulars will bo of inter- 
est to tho public: -The lode, it appears, 
has been driven ill upon about -10 feet— 27 
feet through broken ground and 13 feet 
into the solid formation, whore it is 9 teet 
in width and strikes tho regular wall, &c. , 
which indicates a true fissure vein. The 
mineral is argentiferous galena, and com- 
prises about nno-fifth or more of tho mass of 
matrix extracted. Nine or ten blasts 
wero put in under Mr. Gisborne's direc- 
tion and fair samples taken of tho whole 
lode. A general average of the assay 
value will be ascertained upon Mr. Gis- 
borne's return eastward. Meanwhile, 
however, several assays have been mado 
of the ore at iSan Francisco, New Vrok 
and Montreal, with varied results of from 
20 to 70 or., to tho ton for silver, and 
25 por cont. of galena to to the ton of 
ore as it came from the mine. That the 
mine is of intrinsic value thoro can bo 
little doubt, and wo look to its early de- 
velopment as an important ora in tho 
miueralogical resources of Vancouver 
Island.

Miss Mary Thrift, 15 years old, daught- 
er of Peter Thrift, living at Cottago 
Grove. Lane county, committed suicide 
by taking a doso of strychnine. The girl 
wanted to go strawberrying with a party; 
but her parents refused consent. To spite 
them tho girl took a dose of poison, and soon 
was in convulsions. A doctor was sont 
for, but arrived too late, and tsho died in 
the course of an hour, after suffering hor- 
rible agony. 

Tho Mountain Sentinel publishes a very 
mysterious poisoning case which recently 
occurred on tho North Powder river a few 
miles from Union Town. Mr. Hutchin- 
son, came to the conclusion that his 
wife, only lb" years of ago, had been prac- 
ticing the Borgian art upon him. They 
had had a quarrel about a bottle of tho 
bloom of youth, a preparation which the 
wifo insisted upon rubbing upon her 
cheek, and she gave him to drink wine 
from a bottlo in which was strychnine. 
HTo waa taken very aiclr. and aftorn uruj 
recovered. Tho wife was tried and ac- 
quitted.

Ottawa, April 17. — The contract for 
tlio manufacture of seven new locomatives 
for tho Intercolonial Railway has been 
awarded to Messrs. Fleming & Son, of 
St John, whoso tender was the lowest. 
Several American firms competed for tho 
work. 

St. John, April 17. — By tlio wreck of 
the schooner Minnie at Qttaco four lives 
wero lost, viz., Captain J, Quinlun, of 
St. John, married; J. Trocartier, of St. 
John, married; a man named McNeill, 
belonging to Dorchester, and one un- 
known man. Tho vessel was bound from 
Spring Hill to St. John with coal. 

Quebec, April 17. — A horriblo tragedy 
is reportod from Lake St. John. On the 
8th April a miller at Thomas' Mills, of 
Notre Dame, on leaving his wife early in 
the morning was horrilipd to see a num- 
ber of pigs devouring the body of a young 
chikl, apparently aged about fifteen days. 
Its legs had entirely disappeared, and the 
voracious animals were attempting to eat 
the trunk of the littlo body. As no 
family had lost a child suspicion fell upon 
a young girl, tho daughter of respectable 
parents, who was believed to bo the 
mother of the child. An inquest was 
held, fifteen witnesses examined, and tho 
coiisequenco was that tho girl was arrest- 
ed and confined in gaol at Chicoutimi to 
await her trial. 

St. John, N. B., April 1G.— Quito a 
sensation was caused to-day by tho an-

will refer France or any other govern- 
ment making proposals to him to the 
porte. 

Tunis, May 2. — Rpustan, French 
consul general, has complained to Read, 
British consul, that Perkins, an Eng- 
lish newspaper correspondent, was ob- 
served fighting in the ranks of a Tunis- 
ian tribe Tuesday and had killed a 
French officer. Read strongly repudi- 
ated the insinuation. It is significant 
that Perkins in a Istter published to- 
day confirms the Tunisian complaint 
relative to the treatment of unoffend- 
ing inhabitants of Medjera valley. 

Tunis, May 2. — The advance of the 
French troops causes in tense indigna- 
tion among the Tunisian tribes against 
the bey's government for having for- 
bidden all resistance to it on the plea 
that the French would only operate 
against Kronuiier. The French are 
expected to immediately occupy Port 
Farina, 25 miles distant from Tunis. 

EASTERN STATES. 

St. Louis, May 2. — A correspondent 
writes from Germany concerning the 
exodus. The authorites at Berlin are 
perfectly bewildered at the extraordi- 
nary and unprecedented exodus taking 
place this year, and which to all appear 
anco is only yet in its infancy. It 
bears no comparison to immigration of 
former years and threatens to assume 
gigantic proportions. The number of 
emigrants that left the port of Ham- 
burg for the first quarter of the year 
1880 was 7,707, winch was considered 
extraordinary, but for the first quarter 
of this year the figures have reached 
the unprecedented number of 21,4-11. 
Every steamer of the Hamburg Arneri 
can line leaving port for the next five 
months is contracted for and the com- 
pany has been obliged to put on a tri- 
weekly line. 

New York, May 2. — Among the City 
of Chester's steerage passengers yesterday 
wero 1000 Irishmen and women. '1 his is 
the largest number of persons evor brought 
from that country at one time and by far 
the greatest proportion of them are mem- 
bers of the land league. 

Arrivals at Castle Garden during April 
were 00,000, about 1-100 in excess of the 
immigration during April of last year and 
upwards of 4000 in excess of that of May 
last when 55,083 were recorded. This is 
the heaviest monthly immigration in the 
history of the port. 

Capt. Paul Boyntou arrived yesterday. 
He is said to have been engaged under 
Pierola in the Peruvian service and was cap- 
tured by tho Chiloans. Ho escaped by 
aid of friends and swam out to an Eng- 
lish steamer. 

New Yoiik, May 2. — The twelfth an- 
nual convention of tho American Labor 
Reform League opened in Science Hall 
this morning. A series of resolutions 
wero presented antagonistic to the differ- 
ent systems of guverhment in Europe and 
America, setting forth tho injustice of 
land, trade and currency monopolies, of 
working people being brought into tri- 
bute and paying vassalage, justifying the 
assassination of Alexander II. lis a belli- 
gorent right of labor in self-defense 
against capital by which the cause of tho 
oppressed millions may bec-mie the cause 
of human nature, upholding the people in 
social methods of resistance developed in 
boycotting tactics and land leagues, trades 
union and mutual banks ; denouncing 
Parnell as conspiring with Gladstone to

After looking at many things and think-, 
ing of many things it is my opinion that 
as it stands to-day this groat American 
experiment in freo government is a fail- 
ure. Men of New York, do you govern 
yourselves? It is merely a question of 
who will be your boss. Even judges of 
the judicial bench buy their places. 
Has not Brooklyn a boss / Look at Phil- 
adelphia: for years she has lain prostrate 
at tho feot of a bos3. The same is true of 
Baltimore and San Francisco. It is not 
tho problem of municipal government wo 
have to solve; but of republican govern- 
ment."

SOCIALISM IH LONDON. 

Horr Host's IToTTpapor aad its Blood- 
thirsty Uttorauoos— Tho Glorifica- 
tion of Tyrannicide 

[From tho Daily News, March 21.] 
The German Socialist newspapsr 
Freiheit appeared on Saturday as usual, 
but with a red border printed round the 
front page, to celebrate either the an- 
niversary of the Paris Commune on th<> 
18th March, 1871, or the assassination 
of the Emperor of Russia on Sunday 
week. The leading article of this re- 
markable journal is not a whit behind 
the Socialist speakers at a recent meet- 
ing in New York, ami far before Mile. 
Louise Michel, who chose to print La 
Revolution Sociale of Friday last on 
red paper. As a heading stands "At 
Last," and this is followed by a quota- 
tion from the poetical works of 0. Beck, 
presumably extracted from a warning 
to autocrats, and to tho following ef~ 
feet : — 

Seize these, seize those ; ami hold them fast * 
But one will reach time still at last. 

Tho writer of the articlo cries "Triumph, 
Tr umph ! The word of the poet is ful- 
filled. One of the most horrible ty- 
rants of Europe, whose destruction has 
long been sworn, and before whoso 
withering and revengeful breath count- 
less heroes and heroines of the Russian 
people sank into the grave or the pris- 
on — the Emperor of Russia is no more." 
There is not much mistake about the 
ring of this ; and lest there should be, 
it is echoed by a curious account of the 
assassination of the Czar. "As the 
monster," continues tho Socialist scribe, 
"was returning from one of tho custo- 
mary diversions provided for him by 
blind hordes of blood-and-iron-slaves, 
the death-doom, long since pronounced, 
reached and smote htm.'' "Five times," 
Bhrieks Freiheit, "had it been vouch- 
safed to this Canaille to touch the boun 
dary botween Hither and Thither, and 
to chatter about the linger of God us 
having recently saved his accursed life, 
when the hand of the people stopped 
his mouth forever." To the writer of 
this article tho name of Russakofl' is 
only to bo '-breathed with reverence," 
and the last moments of the dying Czar 
• •em to have been passed in reflecting 
on a "life full of crimes." The terrible 
news, according to the samo authority, 
"rang like a thunder clap" in the prince- 
ly castles wherein dwell the guilt-laden 
ones, who have a "thousand times over 
merited a like fate." The dwelling of 
the Emperor of Germany is special lv de- 
signated as one of those in which "bowl- 
ings and gnashinga of teeth" pre railed, 
and the Emperor is denounced as a 
Protestant Pope and soldier-"kaiser." 
The ruling classes— "the moral rascal 
dom" of all countries — have also felt a 
terrible shock, for they see in the death 
of the Czar more than a "mere act of 
putting to death." It is "an at tuck full 
of promise upon authority as such," 
and "long-forfeited heads tremble from 
Constantinople to Washington." The 
"heroic deed" of assassinating the Czar 
is exalted to the skies, but the writer 
is not yet satisfied. Such "Brutus- 
like" actions are possible. Why then 
are they not performed more frequent- 
ly ? "Why," it is asked, "is so called 
tyrannicide so rare ! : ' "Could only 
one such crowned ragamuffin be de 
stroyed per month there would be 
slight desire in the future to play at 
monarchy. " 

Freiheit is printed upon thin paper 
for transmission abroad, probably for 
tho reason that the major portion of its 
subscribers are to be found on the Con- 
tinent. Judging from the exhorta- 
tions made to its readers to pay up their 
dues, it is not a thriving newspaper, 
and circulates only among a very limit- 
ed circle in London. But no secret is 
made of its place of publication in Great 
Titchfield street, and the editor has at 
least the courage of his opinions. Not 
only is the murder of the Czar held up 
as an example for imitation, but it is 
seriously proposed that the ISth of 
March, the anniversary of the Paris 
Commune, should henceforth be held 
by the workingmen of tbs world as a 
strict holiday. When Freiheit is short 
of news it falls back upon history, but 
in the rsd-borderod number of Satur- 
day there is evidence of abundant cor- 
respondence, as if all the Communistic 
centres in Europe had been encouraged 
by the assassination of the Russian Em- 
peror. 

F.T7SSIAN REFORM. 

Molikofi's Thorough-going Plans— 
Frosh Nihilist Plots. 

Chicago, April L'4. — A Times Lon- 
don cable says : Advices from St. 
Petersburg state that Loris Melikoff 
yesterday submitted to tho Czar a pro- 
gramme for organizing the police, re- 
forming the entire municipal otlices, 
reducing salaries of police functionar- 
ies, and also submitting an enlarged 
programme for relieving numerous mili- 
tary supernumeraries, retrenching re- 
dundant clerical expenses and retiring 
many army officials unfit for duty. He 
reports numerous military malfeasances, 
and demands rigid justice ; consequent- 
ly a panic prevails among St, ' Peters- 
burg officials. This is increased by ru- 
mors of many Cabinet changes. Gen- 
eral Ignatieff has not yet decided upon 
the acceptance of the Homo oflicc. 
MelikofFs powers are greatly enlarged. 
He now possesses further nihilistic re- 
valations, implicating numerous palace 
officials as well as provincials. 

Secret police returns from London, 
Geneva and Berlin submit important 
nihilistic revelations, which change the 
Czar's contemplated palace plans, and 
also reveal an intended plot which 
will alter the Czar's summer move- 
ments. Sensational and alarming re- 
ports prevail throughout the entire 
country. It is rumored that the Prin- 
cess Dolgorouki, the morganatic wife 
of the late Czar, intends investing 
largely in American securities. 

New York, April 25. — A cable 



special from Paris says : A sensational 
Geneva dispatch to the rntransigeant 
ass.ns that tho Russian police, hoping 
to wring a confession from I [essy Helf • 
mann, left her without food for forty- 
eight hours. Helf mann, who is en- 
csinte, is said to have had seven faint- 
ing (its in that time. According to 
tho dispatch she has obst iiintely refus- 
ed to give any information against the 
nihilists. When food was at last 
brought to her she was unable to speak 
from exhaustion.

You needn't look scared, I 
won't hurt you. ] can do it in a mo- 
ment. I'll lirst cut your throat anil 
then slit you down the stomach and let. 
your bowels out. I'd like to know 
what's inside you, anyhow. Ob, L 
know what they'll do with me for 
killing you, but J don't care for that. 
They'll hang me. I'm not afraid of 
death, are you?" Then ho straightened 
out his arm to make the fatal move- 
ment whpn Wallace, by a sudden des- 
perate effort, managed to roll over and 
out of the chair and (led. Help was 
summoned, and the crazy negro, after a 
desperate struggle, was overpowered 
and locked up. 

Memphis, Tenn., April 15. — Two 
tramps a short time ago stopped at the 
house of Ben. Davis, who with his son 
lived at Fifteen Milo Btyou below 
here.
